Detroit, Michigan, December, 
26, 1963. - District Director Walter 
A. Sahli, of the Immigration and’ 
Naturalizatiion Service, stated that. 
aliens in the United States will be, 
required {0 report their addresses 
to the Attorney General within the 
near future. 

All aliens, with few exceptions, 
who are in the United States on 
January 1 each year must report 
their addresses by the end of that 
month. Only the following classes 
of aliens are excused from this re- 
quirement: (1) Accredited Diplo- 
mats; (2) Persons accredited to 
certain internationa! organizations, 
and (3) Those admitted temporar-; 
ily as agricultural laborers. 

Forms with which to make the 
report can be obtained from any 
Post Office or Immigration and 
Naturalization Service Office dur- 
ing the month of January. 

Mr. Sahli said that the law pro- 
vides severe penalties for failure to 
comply with the reporting require- 
ment.
